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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The proposed amendment does not overcome 
the rejection of the record as set forth in the office action mailed on 9/7/05. The new matter rejection set forth in previous office action 
indicates that there is no support for the claimed invention that comprises a progesterone binding domain having up to 54 amino acid 
deletion. The specification fails to provide support for such binding domain for having up to 54 amino acid deletion. The teaching of 
having between 1 to 60 deletion is not sufficient support for up to 54 deletion. The example given on page 27 is limited to the human 
progesterone- receptor binding domain and to a mutation of deleting 54 and addition of 12 amino acid, which is not sufficient to support the 
limitation of any progesterone receptor ligand binding domain having up to 54 amino acid deletion. Therefore, for same reason discussed 
in the previous office action, this rejection is maintained. 
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
